The album inserts consist of the 
identification of Soviet intelligence operatives, a description, a 
photograph, and a rather complete synopsis of their activities in 
Soviet intelligence work. The album is far more complete, therefore, 
than the appendices to the Soviet Espionage Activities in the United States 
It is, therefore, felt that there is consid erable duplicatio n in this 
material and it is proposed that we wilT~henceforth eliminat e the summary 
of Soviet Espionag e Activities i n the United States from the Vital M J 
Records maintained! | If it is necessary to relocate, the | 

Section supervisors could adaquately operate from the Soviet Intelligence 
Album and their current assignment cards without reference to either 
the narrative account of Soviet espionage or the appendices write-ups as 
they now appear in the Soviet Espionage Activities in the United States.

By memorandum of November 18, 1963, it was recommended and 
approved by the Director that Special Agent in Charge (SAC)\JMason of 
the Cincinnati Office be added to the Bureau’s Chain of Command. In 
previous memorandum from L’Allier to Belmont of June 15, 1960, it was 
recommended and approved by the Director that each time an SAC in the 
Chain of Command is transferred, the program be re-evaluated; however, 
in this instance, SAC Mason has retired. 

The assignment of an SAC to the Chain of Command is based 
on his ability to assume command of the Bureau and his assignment to 
an office having adequate transportation and communication facilities. 
Currently, 13 Bureau officials are assigned to the Chain of Command 
followed by three SACs; namely. Assistant Director Malone of 
New York, SAC Johnson of Chicago, and SAC Mason. It is proposed that 
SAC Edwin R. Tully of Baltimore be added to the Bureau's Chain of 
Command to replace SAC Mason. Baltimore is suitably located, has 
adequate transportation and communication facilities, and SAC Tully 
is capable of assuming command of the Bureau.

The FBI is in the excepted service, and does not folio® Civil \ 
Service Commission (CSC) rules and regulations of the competitive service \ 
as regards recruiting. The agency is subject to the previsions of such ^ 
legislation as the Classification Act, Veterans Preference Act, Federal Tv 
Employees Pay Act, and various other similar items. As a matter of policy, 
however, in the interest of uniformity, the FBI insofar as possible v 

follows the rules and practices of the CSC in personnel management and 
administration, including appeals. The system of centralized control 
of personnel administration and operation will be maintained so long 
as it is possible to do so and so long as communications will 
permit* In connection with possible operations under emergency 
conditions where there may be a breakdown in this system, or 
communications may not be complete, a chain of command has J?ee£, 
specified. The start of this chain of command is, naturally, fhe 
Birector* Provision is made for this command to progress dom'-4brcugh

in case of inability of the individual above to perform, asg it 
has been determined that those above a particular indivlOPSal hgyc been 
incapacitated or are unable to carry on for so^o reason or, gnatfter. 

rach field office, as regards its own operations, hag bc«t 
& required to set up a comparable chain of command within that particular 
field office, in order to insure continuity of operation and control. 

In case centralized control is no longer in operation, and 
communications are such that the appropriate individual in the official 
chain of command cannot operate, the Special Agent in Charge of each 
field office is instructed to carry out Bureau policies am/) procedures 
.insofar as possible, governed according to the circumstances at hand. 
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lack field officer and Seat of Government division, has records 
concerning the members of its staff, indicating length of service, grade, 
salary, leave status, and other pertinent information. In addition, 
at the central headquarters relocation site, which is away frou 
Washington, D, C,» and in a secure location, the following employee 
record is rmintained: On an annual basis a microfilm of the retirement 
record of each employee is made and deposited at the relocation site. 

This record contains information such as date of entry on duty, grade 
changes, salary changes, and various other factors necessary. Thereafter, 
at the end of each two-week pay period, a duplicate copy of the 
centralized payroll of the entire EBX, which carries emulative figures 
since the start of the year when the microfilm was made, is placed with 
this microfilm. The previous payroll copy is then destroyed, since 
the current payroll copy carries cumulative figures. Thus at any given 
time there is a roster of employees together with information concerning 
them which is current within a maximum of two weeks. This cumulative 
figure includes such things as retirement deductions, etc. In addition, 
on a periodic basis, a listing of the leave status of each employee is 
placed in this relocation site. 

As an excepted agency, the HBE does not use CSC registers of 
ellglbles for recruiting purposes# Recruiting activity of this Bureau 
is carried on as a part of our normal operation during the course of 
daily contacts by the various investigative employees in the field, 
but one of the major and most productive sources of new employees Is 
the recommendation of present and former employees. This system would 
continue under emergency conditions. It is noted that the Hi I is 
specifically excepted from the requirement that under emergency 
conditions recruiting activity be channeled through the imploynent 
Service# Specific instructions have been issued to all field offices 
concerning potential sources of new employees, and they are expected 
to augment these sources from their own personal knowledge of local 
conditions and individuals# A great number of the wives and children 
of employees are themselves former Bureau employees. This is 
considered to be a fertile source, which would bring past experience 
to our assistance, if necessary* Instructions have been issued 
concerning compilation of potential lists of employees from various 
sources, including, as stated above, members of families of present 
2?BI employees, who have or have not had experience in Bureau work, who 
might be suitable* 




Instructions have bees issued concerning the possible lowering 
of the minimum age requirement for employment, with instructions in 
this regard to he issued on a centralized basis from the Bureau, if 
possible* 


1BX employees have been exempted from the requirements of the 
nationwide post-attaefc registration system for federal employees. 
Instructions have been issued to this effect, in view of the fact that 
the responsibilities of the r Pi would undoubtedly have experienced a 
very sharp increase* WBt defense planning provides for employees to 
make every possible effort to return to their normal place of duty, 
but if this is not possible they should immediately contact the nearest 
OT activity in order that their services my be u$>£d in connection vifcfc 
rBX work.

Advice has been given that it is possible that legislation nay be 
enacted to permit agencies to pay employees in cash fee* annual leave 
in excess of the permissible maximum which might be forfeited at the 
end of a leave year, there emergency conditions beyond the control of 
the employee or the agency have prevented the employee from taking such 
leave. It has been emphasised that this is not yet authorised, and 
that such payments sJxall not be made under any conditions without specific 
authorization. 

Bureau headquarters, as well as all field offices, have relocation 
sites, to which activities could foe transferred and from which 
essential functions could foe performed under emergency conditions. 

' uployees have been advised of this* They have also been furnished 
with emergency contact points, when conditions prevent contact with the 
normal central office, or the field office, and have been advised as to 
the location of shelter areas, and of areas in the vicinity of the 
relocation sites where possible emergency living arrangements could be 
made* 'They have been furnished information concerning the assistance 
which may be provided by Civil Defense Authorities, 

vajrlous beneficial services which my be available in the 
field offices such as health service facilities, blood donor programs, 
housing assistance, group hospitalization, and the like, will be 
expanded as required, subject to availability of necessary personnel 
and facilities, These services will be maintained for the benefit of 
employees so long as it is possible to do so.

I advised that in carrying out his responsibilities in 
lich involves the entire Executive Branch of the Government, he 
is calling on the various agencies to request information concerning 
their proposed operations, and information which has been made available 
to subordinate or field levels, concerning the personnel management 
functions under emergency conditions. These emergency conditions would 
be those involved under conditions where hostilities have not actually 
started but a tense international situation exists, or where there have 
actually been hostilities, probably even involving attack oh the 
United States. 


This situation was discussed in very general terms with 
and in response to his request, there is attached a blank memo randum 
setting forth certain aspects of our operations under the conditions 
contemplated. None of the information set forth is of a classified 
nature* This has been coordinated with the Defense Plans Desk of 
Domestic Intelligence Division.

At the time we spoke to we informed him that our plans are 

highly classified and could not be furnisnea to tne Commission. The information contained 
in our summarization previously furnished them was from the Field Defense Plans manuals 
and the Seat of Government Defense Plans. The information extracted which related to 
personnel plans is contained in various parts thereof and to give the Commission their re- 
quested copy of the Bureau’s emergency preparedness personnel plan would involve furn- 
ishing them copies of these manuals. There is too much other material in these manuals 
not only of internal administrative nature but in the intelli gence, security a nd general 
investigative fields, all of which is of a classified nature. asked what we 

would suggest he inform the Commission in response to their request. I ad vised him in 
line with the foregoing, and as we had previousl y pointed out to| | for security 

reasons the plans could not be made available. fully appreciated this and 

that they would so inform the Commission along with their replies to other questions direct- 
ed to the Department regarding other branches.
